■area tavern league which includeds copies of 
two editorials, both calling the push to raise 
Wisconsin's drinking age to 21, " a 
misguided, symbolic move which will do lit- 
tle if anything to eliminate the . state's 
drinking-driving problem." 
. Both editorials rightfully call for stricter 
DUI laws and stronger enforcement of such 
at all ages. 

Lord knows no one is saying that a drunken 
adult behind the wheel is any better than a 
kid in the same condition. 

Accident reports simply show more kids in 
that shape so involved. 

— The -one written—by— Mic])ael—Birkley, 
executive director of the Tavern League of 
Wisconsin, states that the bars, the bar 
owners and their employes 'Mo not cause the_. 
problems because they all adhere to a formal 
code of ethics which includes **not en- 
couraging excessive drinking, arranging 
transportation for those who have, not 
knowingly serving minors, sticking to 
alcoholic beverage serving taws, all adding 
up to the offering of a controled caring and 

' supervised atmosphere to drink in that is the 
best pr otection against alcohol abuse." 

A^in we heaFtfie~claiifrthat"those"under~ 
21 affected by this raise are adults who vote, 
work etc., added to the claim, that they will 
"still get their hands on alcohol whether or 
not the law allows it. 

This editorial calls such a raise a disser- 
vice to the responsible 20-year-old. 

One thing the editorials do not mention is 

that a drinker does not havelobearoudy, 

'noisey, falling down drunk to be considered 

legally intoxicated. Even though a bartender 

- might be "caring," is he able to keep count 
and then judgcrbased on height and weight, 
if his customers should have another drink? 

In referring to the fact that the highways 
are full of drinking and driving adults over 
21, both editorials again skip over the fact 
that the main reason for the crys for the 
drinking age raise is that the states of 
Wisconsin and Illinois have different ages, 
causing teens from deep in Illinois to drive 
all the way to another state to do their 
drinking legally.

Of course much appreciation is due the_'_ 
conscientious bartender biit when there are, 
hundreds of young people imbibing at a bar' 
at one time, it is almost impossible to keep 
tabs on most of them. 

One. would be hard put to find many local 
law enforcement officers or rescue squad 
members that would agree with either jour- 
nalistic effort. 

'One exception, the Sheriff of Kenosha 
County Dan Piencicowski, who was quoted 
as saying, "I can live with an 18-year-old- 
drinking age," while campaigning, has 
changed his tune to going alon. with the 
drinking age raise, since he has i -'.en poun- 
ding the sheriff 's beat. 

Now true this just may be because he is 
listening to the people's outcry, not because 
he has changed his mind. 

Many people find it hard to believe a 
tavern owner can completely discount the 
loss the raise would mean to his pocketbook 
when he states that drinking teens are not the 
biggest part of the problem. 
, 'They (tavern owners) do not deal with 
them on the highways like we do," said one 

local policeman." 

. "They don't pull over the vans full of 
drunken teens heading back to Downers 
Grove," he stated, adding, "they'd change 
their. tune if they were there when their own 
kid was picked up off of the highway." 

'Sure kids have always gotten alcohol and 
will continue to do so if it is again made 
illegal, but since there was less highway 
mayhem when' this was the case, would not 
returning just to that situation be an im- 
provement? 

The statement that is made in one editorial 
that the drinking-age raise will have no ef- 
fect on those under 18, neglects to mention 
the fact that it is most probable that kids this 
age will find procurringbooze more difficult 
since few 15 and 16-year-olds have 21-year 
old friends to get it for them. 

This would not be the first timesome have 
been denied because of the sins of many, but 

-look at it this way r maybe most of these who- 
wiir*suffer" so unjustly, will live to be a 
legal 21 and hopefully they will have gained a 

Jittle more respect for human life, their own 
in particular, by that time.

Recent internal reports 
prepared by the Northshore 
Metropolitan Enforcement 
Group (MEG) indicate that 
LSD and c ocaine have 
become major drug-^en-— 
forcement issues in southern 
Lake County. 

The reports span a seven 
month period, ending on 
May 30, and reflect that 33 
persons were arrested by 
MEG during that period for 
distribution of illegal drugs. 

These suspects were 
charged wi,th 60 violations. 
Approximately 79 percent of 
the arrests involved illegal 
sales of cocaine or LSD to 
undercover MEG agents. 

The reports indicate -that 
$44,980 was spent j for un- 
dercover cocaine and LSD 
purchases^ during 'the same 
seven month period. The. 
majority of these funds were 
subsequently recovered by 
MEG from various drug 
dealers. 
* The reports contain sen- 



sitive information relating to 
current investigations and 
will not be released to the 
public. However, the reports 
indicate a concentration of 
"efforfdirected atmajordrug- 
traffickers. 

Approximately 354percent 
of the charges developed 
within Lake County by MEG. 
during the seven month 
period,- involved Class X or 
Class 1 drug violation. 
"Class X" is the most severie 
violation under Illinois law 
and carries a mandatory six 
year prison sentence. 

The Northshore MEG was 
formed in 1979 to enhance 
drug enforcement efforts 
between local communities.

In a letter to legislative 
leaders, Thompson said if 
the legislature fails to act, he 
will take the following ac- 
tion: 

•He Will call the General 
Assembly into special 
session July 1 with specific 
instructions to present the 



governor with a balanced 
budget for Fiscal Year 1984. 

*He will not take any ac- 
tion on any appropriation bill 
for any branch or agency of 
state government until the 
legislature acts, 

•He will ask the legislature 
to pass the substantive law 
necessary to allow the no- 
tax-increase budget to be im- 
plemented, or to take down 
appropriations if they choose 
not to pass the substantive 
law changes, or pass new 
revenue measures so the 
budget can be balanced. 

"After July 1,1983, and un- 
til a balanced budget is adop- 
ted by the General Assem- 
bly, state government will be 
forced to operate without ap- 
propriation authority and I 
will not request that the com- 
ptroller continue processing 
payrolls and .other vouchers 



in the absence of acceptable 
appropriation bills sup- 
ported by credible revenue . 
assumptions," the governor 
said. 

However, the governor 
said tiiat with two weeks 
remaining in this regular 
liegislative session, there is 
still time to act. 

"If action is completed by 
.June 24, much of the pajh 
can be eliniinated ...
